Official Washington has 
an un- j 


happy habit of twisting a popular 
slogan around to fit every political 
need, as witness the current plan 
to grab 5 per cent of all newsprint 
production and allocate it to Europe 
and Asia "to combat communism." 


We don't often agree with the 


editorial views of the Chicago Tri- 
bune, but the Tribune sized up the 
situation accurately when it said 
last week: 


"This could be tho beginning of 


an intolerable system of controlling 
newsprint use in North America. 
To take it away from American and 
Canadian newspapers and supply it 
to primitive countries where the 
press is not free is to punish the 
press where it is free and reward 
governments which do not believe 
in freedom of the press."

But the Tribune is talking about 


something even deeper than that. 
Most of the foreign papers to whom 
this newsprint gift would be made 
by our government are not free 
and independent papers at all, and i 
have little effect on the democratic 
program as we understand it in 
our country. 


The American press, backed by 


advertising from our mass pro- 
duction industry and merchandis- 
ing, 
stands on its own feet, pays 


its own bills, prints the news fac- 
tually, and writes its own editorial 


. views. But over most of the world, 
I Great Britain. Canada, Australia 


and New Zealand excepted, news- 
papers are subsidized sheets pub- 
lished by some 
politician, 
rich 


man, or pressure group. At one 
time there were approximately 70 
newspapers in Paris, for example— 
but only a couple of them were re- 
cognizable as such. 


Therefore we aren't taking news- 


print away from this country to 
give it to foreign newspapers as 
such—we are merely pouring it in- 


f. to the lap of the political hacks 


and their financial supporters who 
currently control the police of the 
countries we are dealing with. 


I agree with the Chicago Tribune 


that it is a dangerous business in- 
deed to weaken the position of our 
own press for such a purpose.
